The Neighborhood Restaurant Initiative is part of the Office of 
Business Development’s ongoing efforts to support the revitalization 
of the city’s commercial districts. This is the second year of an initiative 
that was designed to provide more neighborhood retail services and 
create new jobs, thus expanding opportunities for entrepreneurs and 
residents.

APPETIZER

Façade Improvement Grant
The city will provide a matching grant for facade improvements. 
Grant funds are to be utilized for exterior work only, including but 
not limited to windows, doors, exterior lighting or signage. 

Financing
Flexible terms will be negotiated on an individual basis with up to a 
ten-year repayment schedule at a market interest rate.  The maximum 
loan amount per project is $100,000.

Equity Requirement
Projects must demonstrate that at least 20% of total costs will be 
covered by the owners equity.  Equity can be invested by either the 
owner/developer or by other outside equity investors. 

SECOND COURSE

Eligible Projects
The primary focus is creating new sit-down, family-style restaurants 
owned and operated by local entrepreneurs. Existing restaurants 
(expansion projects) and locally owned franchises are also eligible. 
Financing will be available only to those projects that create ten or 
more jobs, with a $100,000 maximum loan amount.
